Boy finds turtle with something extra on the golf course in Bonaire

CENTERVILLE — The Cory 
family has become accustomed 
to rescuing animals in need, 
taking in two dogs and four 
cats while giving many more 
away.

turtle inside. 

Initially, Greyson said his 
friends didn’t believe he had a 
two-headed turtle as a pet. 
“But we’ve had so many 
neighborhood boys who have 
come over,” said the boys’ 
mother, Diana Cory. 

At home, the family named 
the turtle after two “Star Wars” 
characters. 

The left head is Han, as in 
Han Solo. The right head is 
Chewie, as in Chewbacca, the 
Wookiee. 

Hanchewie is a little bigger 
than a silver dollar. Each of his 
two heads face in an opposite 
direction and is paired with 
two legs. From the rear, the 
turtle looks normal with two 
back legs and a tiny tail. 
Sometimes Hanchewie has 
trouble swimming, with 
one head trying to go in

one direction while the 
other paddles feverishly the 
opposite way. 

John Jensen, a senior wildlife 
biologist at the Georgia 
Department of Natural 
Resources, said he has looked 
at a photo of the turtle and it 
looks like a yellow-bellied 
slider hatchling. It’s a type of 
turtle that people often see on 
logs basking in the sun. 

“It’s probably the most 
common fresh water turtle 
in the state,” Jensen said. 
“They’re cold-blooded 

animals and they need the 
sun’s heat to warm up.” 

Jensen said Hanchewie is only 
the second two-headed turtle 
he’s seen in his 13-year career 
in Georgia. 

“It’s pretty rare,” he said. 

He said it’s likely the turtle 
was hatched underground in 
the fall and emerged on the 
surface after this week’s warm 
weather. 

Jensen said it’s possible the 
turtle could survive for a 
year if it’s taken care of, but 
the turtle’s growth likely 
will be stunted because of its 
abnormalities. 

After a day as turtle owners, 
the Corys say they still aren’t 
quite sure how much the two 
heads of the “conjoined turtle” 
share. 

It still hasn’t eaten. 

“I wonder how it goes to the 
bathroom,” Greyson said, 
holding Hanchewie in the 
kitchen. An old plastic toy bin 
perched on the counter serves 
as the turtle’s aquarium. 

The boys’ father, Jon Cory, 
said the makeshift aquarium 
is filled with pond water. A 
lamp shines light and warmth 
on rocks in the bin to keep the 
turtle warm. 

When Hanchewie does decide 
to eat, the Corys have “turtle 
chow” from the pet store at 
the ready.

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Will meet with importers, freight, cargo companies 

Chamber to assess why food prices are so high 


PHILIPSBURG—The factors 
driving up the cost of food 
items and the reasons for 
sustained high prices will 
be the agenda when the 
St. Maarten Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry meets 
with wholesalers and freight 
and cargo companies. 
Chamber President Glen Carty 
told reporters on Thursday that 
the issue of high cost of basic 
food items had been raised 
during last week’s Economic 
Summit that brought together 
representatives of the various 
sectors of the economy to 
discuss measures “to mitigate 
the negative effects of the 
global financial crisis.” 

He said the intention of the 
chamber was not to dictate to 
businesses that they should 
slash their prices, but rather to 
assess the reasons for the high 
prices and to mull possible 
measures to lower the cost of 
living and thereby enhance 
workers’ buying power. 

Carty said wholesalers, freight 
and cargo company operators 
would be brought together 
to give the chamber a clear 
picture as to why the prices 
of food items are high in St. 
Maarten. He said comparisons 
would be made with Curasao, 
for example, where importers 
have to pay import duties, as 
well as with neighbouring 
islands. 

“Maybe there is a reason for 
it (high prices) and if there 
is a reason we would like to 
know,” he said. “Because we 
are going to look at the price 
of, for instance, freight going 
to Curasao from Miami and the 
price of electricity in Curasao, 
and examine why certain 
items are twice as expensive 
here in St. Maarten. 

“We will be open-minded. If, 
hypothetically speaking, we 
notice that the price of doing 
business from a food point of 
view is the same as in Curasao, 
our question will then be: 
why the price difference? Is it 
because the volume is not the 
same?” 

He said the talks, which would 
be held soon, would be in 
keeping with the points raised 
in the Economic Summit and 
in response to the constant 
lobbying efforts of trade 


unionists such as Willy Haize, 
who is an advocate of poverty 
alleviation among the working 
class. 

He said the discussions would 
be just the beginning of a series 
of talks on which the Chamber 
intends to embark in its bid to 
reduce the cost of living in St. 
Maarten. Discussions are also 
likely to be held with banks to 
determine what can be done to 


lower the cost of living. 

“In my opening remarks at 
the summit, I had said we are 
all in this together and we 
have to work together to get 
through this situation. ... We 
are not there to tell them that 
they will have to drop their 
prices. We are just trying to 
figure out in the interest of our 
other partners (such as) unions 
why it is that the food prices 


here are so expensive,” the 
Chamber President explained. 
He said that as the Economic 
Summit Task Force was being 
put together, the chamber 
would continue to look at 
issues brought forward during 
that forum and do some 
legwork and lobbying for 
answers and solutions. 

He said the Task Force should 
be in place by today, Friday, 


and its members would have 
less than 30 days to come 
up with a plan of action for 
the points coming out of the 
summit. More than two dozen 
“short-term action points” for 
improving and strengthening 
St. Maarten’s economy in the 
face of the worsening global 
financial and economic crisis 
were proposed at the economic 
summit. □

ST. MAARTEN, 

NETHERLANDS ANTILLES 
— Clad in board shorts and 
sporting dreadlocks and Ray- 
Bans, the members of Cape 
band Roots Down Below stare 
at their audience, a ragtag mix 
of families and bikinied coeds 
dancing on soft, white sand. 
Sailboats drift by, the sun 
shifts overhead, and sandy 
feet mingle, inspired by the 
band’s bass-and-drum-heavy 
sound. It’s a beautiful day in 


this beachy paradise, and Roots 
Down Below seems to know it. 
For most of the Cape’s bands, 
playing just inches away from 
the surf isn’t new. 

But Roots Down Below isn’t 
playing on any beach you’re 
thinking of. 

To stave off a winter of periodic 
gigs and sparse weekday crowds, 
the North Harwich-based band 
travels to a Caribbean island 
for a mini-tour each year, 
trading Blue Moons and Cape 
Codders for pina coladas and 


St. Maartinians. Though still 
in its early days, this year’s trip 
to St. Maarten is proving the 
perfect antidote to what could 
have been a dreary winter. 

“To me, it’s been amazing,” 
says Dan Allen, the group’s lead 
singer. “It’s such a rare thing to 
be able to follow our dreams 
(here).” 

Full-time musicians, Allen and 
bassist Aaron Small, guitarist 
Brandon Eardley and drummer 
George Bous chose the St. 
Maarten surf over the Cape 


Cod snow after a successful 
2008 winter tour to St. John 
and St. Thomas. Bous visited 
the tiny St. Maarten in January 


and convinced the band it was 
a perfect place to settle in until 
the Cape starts hopping in the 
summer. 

Being on the island, says Allen, 
“is taking my energy and 
amplifying it. ... It’s like being 
on an adventure.” 

Roots Down Below’s sound, 
a mix of college keg-party 
standards such as Sublime and 
O.A.R. and the classic sounds 
of reggae greats Bob Marley 
and Peter Tosh, is a perfect 
fit for both seaside locales, 
whether on Nantucket Sound 
or the Caribbean Sea. 

And with two albums, opening 
gigs with some of reggae’s 
legends and six-plus years of 
playing together under their 
belts, the men of Roots Down 
Below believe they’re prepared 
to perform for a nation in 
the same part of the world as 
reggae’s mecca of Jamaica. 

On Dutch St. Maarten — and 
St. Martin, the French half 
of the one-square-mile island 
— the Caribbean-created genre 
of music blasts from car stereos 
and restaurant sound systems, 
providing a never-ending 
backbeat to daily island life. 
Turn on the radio, and nearly 
all stations are playing the 
beats; there’s a good bet that 
a two-week vacation will have 
you singing “Buffalo Soldier” 
for at least that long after you 
return home. 

Despite a major booking snafu, 
discovered when it first arrived 
March 2, that left the band 
without a gig for a few days, 
Roots Down Below is looking 
forward to spending time closer 
to the music its members love. 
Bookings have increased, too, 
Small says, with three weekly 
gigs already arranged. 

Ideally, says Allen, the band 
will continue its Caribbean tour 
through mid-April. “We’ll be 
back at the time when the lilacs 
are blooming.” 

Back home in May, Roots 
Down Below’s New England 
performance schedule includes 
nights at Harry’s Blues Bar in 
Hyannis, Improper Bostonian 
in Dennisport and Rick’s Outer 
Bar in Eastham. □

Space shuttle Discovery 
blasts oil with crew of 7

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida (AP) — Space 
shuttle Discovery and its crew of seven rocketed 
into orbit Sunday evening, setting off on a 
space station construction mission cut short by 
launch delays that dragged on for more than a 
month. 

Discovery rose from its seaside pad just as 
the sun was setting, a spectacular sight for a 
space agency anxious to get the flight going. 
As the shuttle sped away like a brilliant star, 
part of the launch plume glowed pink, peach 
and golden. The shuttle was visible for more 
than four minutes. 

A hydrogen leak prevented Discovery from 
lifting off Wednesday and, before that, 
hydrogen valves kept the shuttle grounded for 
weeks in February. Launch pad repairs took 
care of the leak, and the astronauts were able to 
board their spaceship and lift off. 

“Well, you had a little bit of a wait but that will 
just make the payoff that much sweeter,” launch 
director Mike Leinbach told the astronauts. 
Commander Lee Archambault and his crew, 
which includes two former schoolteachers, 
should reach the international space station 
Tuesday. They’re delivering one last set of 
solar wings for the space station and some 
critical equipment for a relatively new water¬ 
recycling system. 

No one was more eager to see Discovery take 


off than the three space station astronauts. 
Commander Mike Fincke was ecstatic when 
informed nothing was leaking at the pad. 

“That is most excellent news,” Fincke told 
Mission Control. “That’s exactly what’s been 
on top of our minds.” 

During Wednesday’s try, hydrogen gas spewed 
into the air from a vent line connected to 
Discovery’s external fuel tank. NASA replaced 
the hookups, but could find nothing broken. 
The system remained tight during the 
countdown, and the only problem was a 
pressure drop in a helium-purge system that 
workers quickly resolved. 

The only other oddity was a bat on the back 
of Discovery’s fuel tank Sunday afternoon. 
The small fruit bat posed no debris threat to the 
shuttle. 

The four-day leak delay forced NASA to 
shorten Discovery’s flight by a day and cut 
out a spacewalk. Because a Russian Soyuz 
rocket launch March 26, Discovery needs to 
be gone from the space station by the time that 
spacecraft flies. The Soyuz will carry up a fresh 
crew for the space station. 

Discovery’s mission will last 13 days and 
feature three spacewalks instead of four, the 
first of which will take place Thursday to 
install the new solar wings. The two wings will 
join six already in place and bring the orbiting 
outpost up to full power.

From one Sunday talk show 
to the next, they tore into 
the contracts that American 
International Group asserted 
had to be honored, to the 
tune of about $165 million 
and payable to executives by 
Sunday — part of a larger 
total payout reportedly valued 
at $450 million. The company 
has benefited from more 
than $170 billion in a federal 
rescue. 

AIG has agreed to Obama 
administration requests to 
restrain future payments. 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner pressed the 
president’s case with AIG’s 
chairman, Edward Liddy, last 
week. 

“He stepped in and berated 


them, got them to reduce the 
bonuses following every legal 
means he has to do this,” 
said Austan Goolsbee, staff 
director of President Barack 
Obama’s Economic Recovery 
Advisory Board. 

“I don’t know why they would 
follow a policy that’s really not 
sensible, is obviously going to 
ignite the ire of millions of 
people, and we’ve done exactly 
what we can do to prevent this 
kind of thing from happening 
again,” Goolsbee said. 

Added Lawrence Summers, 
Obama’s top economic 
adviser: “The easy thing 
would be to just say ... off 
with their heads, violate the 
contracts. But you have to 
think about the consequences 
of breaking contracts for the 
overall system of law, for the 
overall financial system.” 
Summers said Geithner used 
all his power, “both legal and 
moral, to reduce the level of 
these bonus payments.” 

The Democratic 

administration’s argument 
about the sanctity of contracts 
was more than Senate 
Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky could 
bear. 

“For them to simply sit there 
and blame it on the previous 
administration or claim 
contract — we all know that 
contracts are valid in this 
country, but they need to be 
looked at,” McConnell said. 
“Did they enter into these 
contracts knowing full well 
that, as a practical matter, the 


taxpayers of the United States 
were going to be reimbursing 
their employees? Particularly 
employees who got them into 
this mess in the first place? I 
think it’s an outrage.” 

AIG reported this month that 
it had lost $61.7 billion for 
the fourth quarter of last year, 
the largest corporate loss in 
history. 

In a letter to Geithner dated 
Saturday, Liddy said outside 
lawyers had informed the 
company that AIG had 
contractual obligations to 
make the bonus payments and 
could face lawsuits if it did 
not do so. 

Liddy said in his letter that 
“quite frankly, AIG’s hands 
are tied,” although he said 
that in light of the company’s 
current situation he found it 
“distasteful and difficult” to 
recommend going forward 
with the payments. 

Liddy said the company 
had entered into the bonus 
agreements in early 2008 
before AIG got into severe 
financial straits and was forced 
to obtain a government bailout 
last fall. 

The bulk of the payments at 
issue cover AIG Financial 
Products, the unit of the 
company that sold credit 
default swaps, the risky 
contracts that caused massive 
losses for the insurer. 
Goolsbee acknowledged 
the AIG example could 
make it harder to sell the 
administration’s financial plan 
to Congress.□ 
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Things are bleak in the state of journalism

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
state of journalism is bleak, 
but an annual study of the 
industry suggests all hope 
should not be lost. 

While the business model 
of many news organizations 
appears to be fracturing, 
there’s little indication that 
consumers are losing interest 
in news, says the Project for 
Excellence in Journalism. Its 
sixth annual State of the News 
Media survey was released on 
Sunday. 

Four newspaper companies 
have sought bankruptcy 
protection in recent months, 
and the Rocky Mountain 
News in Denver stopped 
publication. 

Yet The New York Times and 
Washington Post have bigger 
audiences than ever, when 
online readership is taken into 
account, said Tom Rosenstiel, 
project director. Traffic to the 
top 50 online news sites rose 
by 27 percent in 2008, the 
report said. 

“This is not an industry that 
is dying,” Rosenstiel said. 
“This is an industry that is in 
disorientation.” 

Local television news also is

in trouble. Revenues fell by 7 
percent in 2008, which is eye¬ 
opening considering it was 
an election year and stations 
typically see an influx in 
political advertising. 


Besides the Internet, cable 
news was a sector that 
flourished, due in large part 
to its focus on the presidential 
election, the report said. 
Newspapers have failed 


to figure out how to make 
their Web sites profitable, 
Rosenstiel said. They are slow 
to realize that people are not 
going to pay for content in 
the way they do for traditional 


newspapers. 

But there are still things that 
can be tried, he said. They 
could try something modeled 
after the cable industry, where 
a fee to news producers is built 
into a customer’s monthly 
fee for Internet service. They 
could set up online “malls” 
for local merchants or create 
specialized services for 

information that some in their 
communities might pay for. 
Partnerships have been bom 
because of the tough financial 
times, such as local television 
affiliates of NBC and Fox 
sharing video for breaking 
news events, the report said. 
With layoffs prevalent, power 
is shifting to individual 

journalists away from 

institutions, he said. 
Journalists are trying different 
ways of getting their work 
out, with Web sites such as 
MinnPost for arts coverage 
in Minneapolis. Globalpost. 
com pays a small fee to keep 
journalists working across the 
world. “The news audience is 
out there and is in some way 
growing,” Rosenstiel said. “If 
the industry cannot find a way 
to monetize that, it may be 
that individual journalists and 
others will. ”□

The canceled spacewalk chores will be tackled by the 
space station crew after Discovery leaves. 

Discovery also will deliver a spare urine-into-drinking 
water converter to replace one that’s broken up there, and 
a flusher and iodine solution to get rid of bacteria that’s 
lurking in the water dispenser. 

NASA wants to double the size of the space station crew to 
six people by the end of May, and need the recycled water 
to drink. 

Discovery originally was supposed to lift off Feb. 12, but 
NASA ordered extra tests for the valves that control the 
flow of hydrogen gas into the fuel tank. The three valves 
in the shuttle’s engine compartment kept being replaced to 
ensure they were the best available and safe to fly. 

One of these valves—which maintain tank pressure during 
liftoff— broke during the last shuttle launch in November. 
No harm was done, but NASA did not want to take any 
chances with Discovery. 

Two educator astronauts are aboard Discovery: Joseph 
Acaba and Richard Arnold II, chosen by NASA five years 
ago. There also is one Japanese astronaut, Koichi Wakata, 
who will move into the space station for at least three 
months, replacing one of the current crew. Many of the 
200 Japanese citizens on hand for the first launch attempt 
were gone by Sunday. Q

Bidding to minimize 
misgivings that his spending 
blueprint shorts small business 
owners, Obama has decided 
to announce a broad package 
of measures Monday that 
includes $730 million from the 
stimulus plan. This money will 
be used to immediately reduce 
small-business lending fees 
and increase the government 
guarantee on some Small 
Business Administration loans 
to 90 percent. 

The government also will take 
aggressive steps to boost bank 
liquidity with more than $10 
billion aimed at unfreezing 
the secondary credit market, 
according to officials briefed 
on the plan who demanded 
anonymity to avoid pre¬ 
empting the president’s 
announcement. Small business 
owners have complained about 
difficulties obtaining credit 
from struggling banks. 
Summers confirmed the 
announcement was in the 
works but did not offer 
details. 

“It’s a huge step in the right 
direction,” Giovanni Coratolo, 
director of Small Business 
Policy at the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce, said. “In this 
economy, having the least 
amount of risk for banks will 
incentivize banks to lend to 
small businesses. A lot of 
small businesses will benefit 
from this.” 

The announcement comes as 
Republicans have expressed 
misgivings over Obama’s 
ambitious spending plan. In 
particular, opposition critics 
say Obama’s budget proposal 
to raise taxes, starting in 


2011, on individuals earning 
more than $200,000 and on 
households earning more 
than $250,000 will hurt small 
businesses. 

Apparently buoyed by a nearly 
10 percent gain in the stock 
markets last week, Christina 
Romer, chief of the White 
House Council of Economic 
Advisers, said Sunday that the 
administration believed the 
fundamentals of the economy 
were strong “in the sense 
that the American workers 
are sound, we have a good 
capital stock, we have good 
technology. 

She added, however: “We 
know that — that temporarily 
we’re in a mess, right? We’ve 
seen huge job loss, we’ve seen 
very large falls in GDP. So 
certainly in the short run we’re 
in a — in a bad situation.” 

But her choice of words raised 
partisan eyebrows in the 
offices of some Republican 
congressional leaders, where 
aides recalled their party’s 
presidential candidate, Sen. 
John McCain, saw his run for 
the White House seriously 
unravel after he declared 
U.S. economic fundamentals 
were strong late in the 2008 
campaign. He issued that 
assessment as the country’s 
financial system was on the 
verge of collapse. 

While partisanship held sway

he believed there are signs the 
public’s confidence is growing 
in the Obama administration’s 
ability to tackle the financial 
crisis.

WASHINGTON - More groups than ever 
are contributing money to presidential and 
congressional candidates as their strongest 
growth in a generation reflects the fervor 
over last year’s White House election and a 
desire for access and clout on Capitol Hill. 
The Federal Election Commission says that 
on Jan. 1 there were 4,611 political action 
committees, which are formed by companies, 
unions or other groups to raise and spend 
money to help presidential and congressional 
candidates. 

That was 9 percent more than the 4,234 PACs 
a year earlier. 

Many of the ones created last year reflect the 
types of issues that President Barack Obama 
and Congress, now largely controlled by 
Democrats, hope to tackle this year. 


Among those forming new committees were 
the National Asphalt Pavement Association 
and several local branches of the International 
Union of Operating Engineers, whose 
members could benefit from paving new 
roads; the Patriot Coal Corp. of St. Louis, a 
large coal producer concerned about energy 
issues; and Varian Medical Systems of Palo 
Alto, Calif., a producer of medical devices 
for treating cancer, which could be affected 
by Obama’s health care plans. 

One of the 540 committees started in 2008 
was set up the National Association of 
Professional Employer Organizations, 
which represents businesses that handle 
human resources tasks for other companies. 
Its members hope lawmakers will make it 
easier for them to collect payroll taxes for 
their clients.□

MIAMI - A man barged into 
a birthday party early Sunday, 
shot his estranged wife and 
three other people to death, 
then went home, set his truck 
and house on fire and killed 
himself, police said. 

Witnesses described a chaotic 
scene that started when the 
man showed up uninvited 
at the party and told about a 
dozen people there that he 
blamed them for his wife 
leaving him, said homicide 
detective Ervens Ford. 

Then he opened fire. Some 
took cover while others, 
including a pregnant woman, 
ran into the street. 

“It was chaotic,” Ford said. “I 
can’t imagine what it was like 
in there.” 

The man also killed his 51- 
year-old wife’s mother and 
daughter, along with her 
daughter’s boyfriend, whose 
birthday they were celebrating, 
Ford said. 

Police did not release the 
victims’ names because other 
family members had not been 
notified. They said the man 
and his wife were married 
about four years and they 
weren’t sure when she left 
him. 

Officers got a call shortly 
after midnight that numerous 
shots had been fired and a red 
pickup truck had been spotted 
leaving the scene. 

Juan Sosa, who lives a block 
away, was out walking his 
dog early Sunday when he 
heard two shots and saw 
people running toward him, 
screaming. Then he heard as 
many as two dozen more shots 
and ducked behind a large tree 
to call police. 

“I didn’t want to get hit,” he 
said. 

The pregnant woman who 
fled was taken to the hospital 
as a precaution, but she was 
not hurt. 

Soon after, someone called 
911 to say a building about 
three miles away was on fire 
and more shots had been fired. 
That’s where officials found 
the alleged gunman dead. 


Ford said he set fire to both his 
truck and the building he lived 
in before shooting himself. 
Janseen Almodovar, who 
lives across the street, rushed 
outside when he heard people 
screaming and honking. He 
said the entire building and 
a truck out front were in 
flames. 

“We thought the truck was 
going to blow up,” Almodovar 
said. 

Panicked neighbors weren’t 
sure if anyone was inside 
the one-story ivory stucco 
building, but they couldn’t 
knock because the fire was so 
intense. 

Landlord Abel Loredo, who 
owns the building where the 
alleged gunman shot himself, 
said the man had lived there 
for five years and had always 
been on time with the rent 
for his one-bedroom, one- 
bathroom apartment. 

Loredo declined to identify 
the man but said he had moved 
from Cuba about a decade ago 
and seemed very nice. The 
man was a cook at a restaurant 
in nearby Little Havana for 
a time before becoming an 
electrician a few years ago. 
Neighbors said there had 
never been any problems with 
police and the man and his 
wife were often seen in their 
yard barbecuing. Loredo said 
the man’s wife and her son 
had lived with him at some 


point, but he didn’t know if 
they were still living there. 
Sosa, who lives in the quiet 
neighborhood where the 
family gathering took place, 
said about 20 people ran into 
the street after the shots were 
fired. The last person he saw 
was a limping man who got 
into a red pickup truck and 
sped away without turning his 
lights on. 

Sosa said he had seen the 
truck driving around the 
neighborhood earlier and that 


his father remembered seeing 
it several times in the last few 
weeks. He did not know the 
people who were killed but 


said he felt badly for them. 

“I feel sorry for the family,” 
he said. “There’s no excuse

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Roadside bomb kills lour U.S. soldiers In Afghanistan’s east

KABUL (AP) — A roadside 
bomb killed four American 
soldiers in eastern Afghanistan 
on Sunday — new evidence 
of rising violence in a region 
where clashes and attacks in the 
first two months of 2009 more 
than doubled from the same 
period a year ago. 

The spike in violence along the 
border is an early indication 
that roadside bombs and other 
ambushes are likely to surge as 
thousands of new U.S. forces 
arrive in Afghanistan this year. 
Brig. Gen. Richard Blanchette, 
a spokesman for the NATO-led 
force here, confirmed that a 
roadside bomb killed four U.S. 
troops in eastern Afghanistan. 
A U.S. statement indicated the 
troops were based in Jalalabad. 
A suicide bomber, meanwhile, 
attacked a NATO convoy in 
Kabul on Sunday but instead 
killed two passers-by — among 
18 people killed Sunday, 
officials said. 

Clashes and attacks in the 
eastern province of Kunar 
surged 131 percent in January 
and February from the same 
period in 2008, said Lt. Col. 
Rumi Nielson-Green, a U.S. 
spokeswoman. 

Bomb and gunfire attacks are 
up in part because 700 10th 
Mountain Division soldiers 
were deployed to Kunar in early 
January, putting more soldiers 
in harm’s way.

peace deal with the Mamund 
tribe after claiming victory in its 
fight. The tribe controls a large 
swath of Bajur and its ranks 
have yielded many Taliban 
leaders. The tribe, whose 
members straddle the Afghan- 
Pakistan border, has agreed to 
stop sheltering foreign fighters 
and hand over local Taliban 
leaders there. 

But while Pakistan has seen 
success in Bajur, violence 
has more than doubled in 
Kunar across the border in 
Afghanistan. 

Nielson-Green acknowledged 
that violence is rising in part 
because more fighters crossed 
the border to escape Pakistan’s 
military offensive.

Gen. Abdul Jalal Jalal, the Kunar 
provincial police chief, said he 
is concerned that ongoing peace 
talks between Pakistani Taliban 
and Pakistan’s government 
may be used by the militants 
as a chance to cross the border 
and increase their attacks in 
Afghanistan. 

The Taliban regularly use 
roadside bombs against Afghan 
and foreign troops. Last year 
the number of such attacks rose 
by 30 percent, according to 
NATO figures. 

In the latest Afghan violence, 
a roadside bomb in eastern 
Afghanistan killed four 
American troops Sunday, 
NATO said. The U.S. Central 
Command confirmed that one 
of the four was a U.S. airman 
assigned to the 755th Air 
Expeditionary Group. 

In another bomb attack, the 
mayor of Kandahar in southern 
Afghanistan survived a roadside 
bomb blast Sunday that killed 
a civilian and wounded two 
others, said Najibullah Khan, a 
police spokesman. 

In the capital, a suicide bomber 
on foot targeted a NATO patrol 
but killed two Afghan civilians, 
said Kabul police chief Lt. Gen. 
Abdul Rahman Rahman. 

The bomber also wounded 14 
civilians, the Interior Ministry 
said. No foreign troops were 
injured.Q

RAMALLAH, West Bank (AP) — Sixteen prominent jurists 
have called on the United Nations to launch an investigation into 
alleged war crimes committed by Israeli troops and Palestinian 
armed groups during the recent Gaza war, in a statement released 
Monday. 

In an open letter to U.N. Secretary General Ban Ki-Moon and 
the members of the Security Council, the petitioners say they 
have been “shocked to the core” by events in Gaza and ask 
world leaders to send an “unfaltering signal that the targeting 
of civilians during conflict is unacceptable by any party on any 
count.” 

The letter is supported by Amnesty International and signed 
by Archbishop Desmond Tutu and investigators who worked 
in Kosovo, Darfur, Rwanda, the former Yugoslavia and other 
places. 

It calls for a U.N. commission of inquiry with an impartial 
mandate that can recommend potential avenues for prosecution, 
should violations be found. 

Israel said it launched its Gaza offensive to stop years of 
Palestinian rocket fire from Gaza on Israeli towns. Some 1,400 
Palestinians were killed during the three-week war, including 


to 900 civilians, according to the Palestinian Center for Human 
Rights. Thirteen Israelis also died, including three civilians. 
Both sides have faced — and staunchly denied — war crimes 
allegations since the war ended in late January, Israel for using 
disproportionate force and failing to protect civilians, Hamas 
for firing rockets at civilian areas and using human shields. 
Israeli Foreign Ministry spokesman Yigal Palmor said there was 
no evidence Israeli troops had committed war crimes.□

restore chief justice

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) 
— Pakistan agreed Monday to 
reinstate a fired chief justice, 
a government official said, a 
move that could help defuse a 
political crisis that has sparked 
street battles and raised fears 
of instability in the country 
at a time of surging Islamist 
violence. 

Opposition leaders and 
lawyers had vowed to sit-in at 
the parliament later Monday 
until Iftikhar Mohammad 
Chaudhry, known for his 
independence and willingness 
to challenge authority, was 
reinstated. The capital has 
been barricaded and scores of 
extra police brought in amid 
fears of violence. 

“Yes, the chief justice is 
going to be restored,” said a 
senior government official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the prime 
minister was due formally 
announce the decision later 
Monday. He said Chaudhry 
would be sworn in on March 
22, the day after the current 
chief justice was due to retire. 
Presidential spokesman 
Farhatullah Babar said Prime 
Minister Yousuf Raza Gilani 
would soon have “good news” 
for the country that would 
“end the crisis.” 

The concession came as 
thousands of protesters led by 
Nawaz Sharif, the head of the 
largest opposition party and a 
longtime foe of President Asif 
Ali Zardari, were traveling 
to Islamabad in a convoy 
to join the planned sit-in. 
Sharif joined the convoy after 
ignoring a house arrest order 
in his hometown of Lahore in 
Punjab, where his supporters 
fought running battles with 
police. 

Party spokesman Pervaiz 
Rasheed said it had 
received confirmation of the 
government’s decision to 
restore Chaudhry from “its 
messengers” and said Sharif 
would address supporters after 
Gilani’s address, following 
which the convoy would 
return to Lahore. 


Chaudhry was fired by former 
President Pervez Musharraf 
in 2007 after he took up cases 
challenging his rule, sparked 
a wave of protests that helped 
force Musharraf from power 
in 2008. 

Musharraf’s successor, 

Zardari, pledged to reinstate 
Chaudhry within 30 days of 
taking office, but reneged on 
the promise, apparently out of 
fear the justice might target 
him for past corruption cases. 
Lawyers and civil rights 
activists remained committed 
to the cause of Chaudhry’s 
reinstatement, believing it 
was a vital first step in getting 
an independent judiciary in 
Pakistan. The court system 
has often been abused by past 
rulers to cement their grip on 
power. It was not clear whether 
Zardari, who has immunity 
from criminal prosecution as 
president, had secured any 
guarantees to address those 


fears.

LURGAN, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Graffiti on the Catholic 
side of town condemn Sinn Fein 
politicians as British stooges. 
Alongside black-stenciled 
images of masked gunmen, 
slogans proclaim allegiance to 
IRA dissidents who fatally shot 
a policeman a few miles away. 
On Saturday, teenage boys 
here blocked roads and threw 
bricks and Molotov cocktails at 
police who arrested a local man 
wanted for the killing of two 
off-duty British soldiers. 

Sinn Fein has persuaded most 
of Northern Ireland’s Irish 
Catholics to accept peace 
through compromise. But the 
Irish nationalist party still 
struggles for the loyalty of 
job-hungry, lawless Catholic 
neighborhoods like Kilwilkie, 
on the wrong side of the tracks 
in this mostly Protestant town. 
If Sinn Fein cannot win over 
such pockets of bitterness and 
alienation, the dissidents could 
grow in numbers and strength 
— and eventually mount 
far deadlier attacks than this 
month’s shootings of soldiers 
and a policeman. Analysts say 
power-sharing — the central 
achievement of Northern 
Ireland’s 1998 peace deal — 
could not survive a sustained 
campaign of paramilitary 
bloodshed. 

Sinn Fein pleasantly surprised 
its Protestant partners in 
government this month by 
calling on its backers to help 
police track down and imprison 
the gunmen. But the move 
means Sinn Fein has finally 
put itself on a collision course 
with dangerous die-hards in 
its own working-class base — 
people who still inspire a potent 
mixture of fear and reverence. 
“You wouldn’t want to be seen 
by certain neighbors calling 
the police, let’s leave it at 
that,” said Marie, a Catholic 


mother of four pushing her two 
youngest children in a stroller 
uphill from Kilwilkie, past the 
railway line, to the Protestant 
center of Lurgan. 

Like several other residents 
interviewed before and after 
Saturday’s riots, Marie would 
talk only if her last name and 
other details of her identity 
were concealed. 

“The fear is back,” she said. 
“When the ‘troubles’ were on, 
you were always afraid of what 
the other side might do to you 
up in town. Now you’re much 
more afraid to speak your mind 
for fear of what your own people 
might do to you back home.” 
The fear in Kilwilkie centers 
on supporters of Colin Duffy, 
whom police and locals alike 
regard as the IRA godfather 
figure of the neighborhood. He 
was repeatedly charged with 
IRA murders and other crimes 
in the 1990s — including 
for shooting two policemen 
through the back of the head 
in what was the IRA’s last 
fatal attack — but was never 
successfully prosecuted. Duffy 
publicly broke away from Sinn 
Fein last year and joined a new 
group fronted by IRA veterans 
called Eirigi, “Rise up” in 
Gaelic. The group said it wasn’t 
promoting dissident violence 
but understood why people 
might want to keep attacking 
security forces in a state that 
remains firmly British territory. 
Police arrested Duffy on 
Saturday on suspicion of 
involvement in the first deadly 
dissident attack March 7, when 
a splinter group called the Real 
IRA opened fire on off-duty 
soldiers collecting pizzas from 
two delivery men. Two soldiers 
were killed and four others, 
including both civilians, were 
badly wounded. 

Duffy’s mostly teenage 
acolytes covered their faces 
with masks, scarves and hoods 
— and bombarded police for 
hours. Because of their heavy 
protective equipment, officers 
reported only one minor injury. 
Sinn Fein, which often deploys 
officials to calm crowds and 
prevent riots in Belfast, was 
nowhere to be seenAThe area’s 
Sinn Fein representative in the 
Northern Ireland Assembly, 
John O’Dowd, lives in the 
neighboring town of Craigavon. 
It was there that the Continuity 
IRA shot to death a policeman 
March 9 as his unit responded 
to an emergency call near the 
hard-line Catholic Drumbeg 
housing project. 

O’Dowd called that killing 
“murder,” a word that Sinn Fein 


never used when describing the 
IRA’s killings of nearly 300 
police from 1970 to 1997. 

He said he has been trying to 
talk sense to dissident leaders 
in the area for more than a year, 
but they rejected his overtures. 
“There is no point in building 
a power-sharing agreement, a 
new society and a new policing 
service just for people to take 
shots at them and kill people who 
are part of that new creation,” 
said O’Dowd, 41, who unlike 
the previous generation of Sinn 
Fein leaders never spent time in 
prison for IRA convictions. 

O’Dowd conceded that Sinn 
Fein’s call for its supporters to 
tell police about the dissidents 
in their midst “is placing myself 
and others in my party in great 
personal difficulty. But we’re 
prepared for that.” 

He said some of the dissident 
leaders “were never with us. 
Some may have been in the 
past, and they went away. And 
I’m glad they went away.” 

Just as police officers are 
having to increase their 
personal security precautions 
across Northern Ireland, so are 
Sinn Fein activists. They have 
learned from the fratricidal 
history of Irish republicanism 
— when splits lead to bloody 
feuds — that it could just be a 
matter of time before the Real 
IRA, Continuity IRA or another 
band of alienated militants 
turns its guns on republican 
peaceniks. 

Some analysts even openly 
wonder whether Martin 
McGuinness — the former 
IRA commander who is Sinn 
Fein’s top official in the power¬ 
sharing government — might 
face a dissident assassin’s bomb 
or bullet someday. McGuinness 
infuriated the dissidents last 
week, before leaving on his 
current United States trip, by 
calling them “traitors to the 
island of Ireland.” 

Belfast commentator and 
author Malachi O’Doherty 
said McGuinness was taking 
the same blunt-spoken road as 
Michael Collins, the key figure 
in the old IRA’s 1919-21 war of 
independence against Britain. 
When Collins signed a treaty that 
accepted the partition of Ireland 
and created a new southern 
state still symbolically tied to 
Britain, he was assassinated 
by the anti-treaty IRA faction 
within the year. 

“I am not concerned about 
my safety and my security,” 
McGuinness said during a 
public appearance Sunday in 
New York City. “I am not going 
to be intimidated. 
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Turkey’s investigation of alleged coup plot widens

ISTANBUL (AP) — The 
allegations in Turkey’s biggest 
legal case are the stuff of a dark 
thriller: mysterious murders, 
hit lists, stashed grenades, a 
plot to topple the government 
and, behind it all, a network 
of conspirators with links to 
the state as well as organized 
crime. 

The arrest of 219 people 
in a sweeping, two-year 
investigation is part of a 
struggle for control in Turkey, 
where an elected government 
run by pious Muslims is 
undermining military-backed 
elites that owned the country 
after Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, 
a war hero, created a secular 
state out of chaos in 1923. 

On March 10, prosecutors 
filed a second indictment in 
the case against Ergenekon, an 
ultranationalist gang that takes 
its name from a legendary 
valley in Central Asia believed 
to be the ancestral homeland 
of Turks. Suspects include 
academics, journalists, 

businessmen, retired 

generals and a few active- 
duty officers, most of them 
known to be secular-minded 
foes of Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan. One of those 
detained on allegations of links 
to Ergenekon was Mustafa 
Balbay, the chief journalist 
in Ankara for Cumhuriyet, a 
secular newspaper critical of 
the government. 

Reporters without Borders, a 
Paris-based group, said there 
was “so far no evidence” 
against Balbay amid concerns 
that prosecutors were casting 
their net too wide and could 
undercut their own credibility. 
Prosecutors accuse suspects 
of seeking to foment chaos 
and compel the military to 
take over in a manner similar 
to past coups that ousted less 
stable, civilian governments. 
Ergenekon is seen as the 
remnants of the “deep state,” a 
term for state-linked networks 
whose alleged murders and 
abductions peaked at the 
height of a Kurdish rebellion 
and Cold War-era rifts. 

Hugh Pope, Turkey project 
director for the International 
Crisis Group, praised the push 
for “accountability” as overdue 
in a nation whose government

Anti-government 
protests in Hungery

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) — Several thousand people held 
anti-government protests in the Hungarian capital during a 
national holiday on Sunday, and police detained 35 people. 
Dressed in riot gear, the police chased some of the protesters 
through the streets of Budapest and prevented them from 
reaching Parliament, where violent anti-government protests 
had taken place in 2006. 

At one point Sunday, tear gas was used to drive back a small 
group of demonstrators that tried to attack police lines near St. 
Stephen’s Basilica, but law enforcement officials denied claims 
by Krisztina Morvai, a right-wing politician taking part in the 
protests, that she was beaten by police. 

The detainees included Gyorgy Budahazy and Laszlo Torockai, 
leaders of extreme right-wing radical groups, said Budapest 
police spokeswoman Eva Taffemer. The radicals have been 
holding sometimes violent protests for years against Socialist 
Prime Minister Ferenc Gyurcsany, who came to power in 2004. 
But Hungary’s current economic crisis has intensified anti¬ 
government sentiment in the country. 

Also Sunday, another radical group, the Hungarian Guard, swore 
in 600 new members at Budapest’s Heroes’ Square. A local

court disbanded the group last year, but the Guard is appealing 
the ruling. Hungary has been among the countries in Eastern 
Europe hardest hit by the global economic crisis, and it received 
a $25.1 billion bailout led by the International Monetary Fund 
late last year. Hungary’s economy is expected to shrink by at 
least 4 percent in 2009.

Bomb in Yemen kills 4 
South Koreans, 1 Yemeni

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) — A bomb killed four South Korean 
tourists and their local guide in Yemen on Sunday, officials 
said, the latest such attack targeting foreigners visiting this 
poor Arab country that has both famed historic sites and a 
strong al-Qaida presence. 

The attack occurred as the tourists were posing for 
photographs near the ancient fortress city of Shibam — a 
UNESCO World Heritage site known as “the Manhattan of 
the desert” because of its towering 16th century mud brick 
buildings — said Yemeni security officials. 

There were conflicting reports about the nature of the 
bombing, with one security official saying it was a suicide 
attack and another saying it was a roadside bomb detonated 
by remote control. They spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they were not authorized to talk to the media. 

A South Korean Foreign Ministry official confirmed the 
tourists were killed in the attack. He spoke on condition of 
anonymity in line with ministry policy. 

The Yemeni Ministry of Tourism said the dead South 
Koreans included two men and two women. Their Yemeni 
guide was also killed in the attack, which wounded four 
other foreigners and an unspecified number of Yemenis, 
said the ministry’s statement. 

The city of Shibam in Yemen’s southern Hadramut province 
is one of the country’s most prized tourist sites. The ministry 
said it was not canceling any tours in the country and has 
stepped up security for all other tourist groups. 

This impoverished country on the southern tip of the Arabian 
peninsula is Osama bin Laden’s ancestral homeland and has 
long been a center of militant activity despite government 
efforts to fight al-Qaida and other extremists. 

In January 2008, suspected al-Qaida militants opened fire 
on a convoy of tourists in Hadramut, killing two Belgian 
tourists and their Yemeni driver. A suicide bomber detonated 
his car among tourists at an ancient temple in central Yemen 
in July 2007, killing eight Spaniards and two Yemenis. 
Militants in Yemen have also targeted foreign diplomatic 
and military targets in the country. A half dozen gunmen 
and two vehicles packed with explosives attacked the U.S. 
Embassy in the Yemeni capital, San’a, in September 2008, 
killing 16 people, including six militants. Yemen was also 
the site of the 2000 bombing of the US S Cole that killed 17 
American sailors.□

BAGHDAD (AP) — U.S. 
troops will not be removed 
from areas of Iraq that are not 
completely secure or where 
there is a high probability that 
attacks could resume after the 
Americans leave, Iraq’s prime 
minister said Sunday. 

Nouri al-Maliki said in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press that he had told 
President Barack Obama and 
other top U.S. officials that 
any withdrawals “must be 
done with our approval” and 
in coordination with the Iraqi 
government. 

“I do not want any withdrawals 
except in areas considered 
100 percent secure and under 
control,” al-Maliki said during 
his flight from Australia to 
Baghdad at the end of a five- 
day visit. 

“Any area where there is a 
likelihood of a resumption 
of attacks, withdrawals from 
there will be postponed,” he 
said. 

The U.S.-Iraq security pact 
that went into effect Jan. 1 
calls for U.S. combat forces to 
leave the cities by the end of 
June in the first step of a plan 
to remove all American troops 
from Iraq by the end of 2011. 
Obama wants to withdraw all 
combat troops by September 
2010, leaving behind a residual 
force of up to 50,000 soldiers 
to train Iraqi forces and go 
after al-Qaida. 

In Washington, a senior 
administration official said 
Obama “has talked with and 
consulted with the Iraqis” and 
has said that “obviously we 
want to sustain the security 
gains of the last year.” 

He spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he 
was referring to private 
conversations. 

Al-Maliki did not specify 
areas where the removal of 
U.S. troops might be delayed. 
But those areas would likely 
include Mosul, the country’s 
third largest city, and Diyala 
province northeast of 
Baghdad. 

Al-Qaida and other Sunni 
extremist groups operate in 
both areas, despite repeated 
offensives by U.S. and Iraqi 


forces. An Iraqi soldier was 
killed Sunday in a bombing in 
Mosul and a police lieutenant 
colonel was shot dead in 
another part of the city, police 
said. 

An Iraqi woman was killed 
Sunday when she was caught 
in the crossfire during a U.S.- 
Iraqi raid against insurgents 
west of Mosul, U.S. and Iraqi 
officials said. 

Also Sunday, a senior U.S. 
officer told reporters that 
American troops will focus 
on attacking insurgent supply 
routes and rural hide-outs after 
combat troops withdraw from 
Baghdad at the end of June. 
Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Rudesheim, a deputy 
commander of U.S. forces in 
Baghdad, said the shift from 
the cities to large bases outside 
will help make the capital safer 
because U.S. troops can go 
after militants at the source: 
The countryside where they 
plan their attacks and load up 
on guns and bombs. 
Rudesheim spoke a week after 
two separate suicide attacks 
killed more than 60 people in 
the Baghdad area, raising new 
concerns about the readiness 
of Iraqi forces to take over 
their own security. 

“I want to leave it very clear 
that there’s no cessation of 
combat operations” after June 
30, Rudesheim told reporters 
in Baghdad’s heavily guarded 
Green Zone. 

“We understand that we’re 
going to have the vast majority 
of our formations moving out 
of the city proper and moving 
to the rural belts,” he said. 
“We’re talking about an enemy 
that tries to establish itself 
in rural areas and establish 
support zones in the rural areas 
around Baghdad ... and from 
there conducts operations into 
the more urban areas” of the 
capital, he added. 

He also said U.S. troops would 
continue combat operations 
in the cities after June 30 
but from bases outside town 
rather than outposts that were 
established throughout various 
neighborhoods as part of the 
2007 U.S. troop surge. 

He said the giant Camp 
Victory complex on the 
western outskirts of Baghdad 


will remain open, but the fate 
of U.S. military forces in the 
central Green Zone remains 
under discussion. 

“We will not forsake the 
security that has been 
established by the Iraqi 
security forces and coalition 
forces,” he said. 

Rudesheim said U.S. military 
transition teams that train Iraqi 
forces will remain at posts 
within the city. 

U.S. and Iraqi forces have 
also relied on Sunni volunteer 
fighters — many of them 
former insurgents — to 
maintain security in Baghdad 
and rural areas around the 
capital. 

Last year, the Iraqi government 
took over responsibility for 
paying the fighters, known 
as Sons of Iraq, from the 
U.S. military and pledged to 
bring 20 percent of them into 
the mostly Shiite army and 
the police. The rest will get 
civilian jobs, the government 
promised. 

But Rudesheim said he 
was concerned the Iraqi 
government’s budget problems 
had slowed the integration. 
Iraq’s parliament passed a 
$58.6 billion budget earlier 
this month after making drastic 
cuts as oil prices plunged from 
a mid-July high of nearly $ 150 
a barrel to about $46. As a 
result, the government has 
implemented a police hiring 
freeze, said Rudesheim. 

He said the Iraqi government 
has continued paying the 
fighters but has not integrated 
them into the security forces 
“to the degree that was 
anticipated.” U.S. officials 
have expressed concern that 
some of the volunteers may 
return to insurgent ranks if 
the government reneges on its 
commitments. 

But a leading Sunni sheik who 
heads the fighters in Anbar 
province said the volunteers 
must show patience and 
support the government in 
time of economic crisis. 

“If the state is facing a 
financial crisis, we should help 
and not insist upon joining 
(the security forces),” Sheik 
Ahmed Abu Risha said. “We 
need to think about the future 
of our nation. ”□

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — President Hugo 
Chavez said Sunday that 
Russian bombers would be 
welcome in Venezuela, but 
the socialist leader denied 
that his country would offer 
Moscow its territory for a 
military base. 

Chavez — a fierce critic of 
Washington with close ties 
to Russia and Cuba — said 
his government did not raise 
the possibility, as Russian 
media had reported. 

“It’s not like that,” the 
president said, responding 
to a report by Interfax news 
agency quoting the chief of 
staff of Russia’s long range 
aviation, Maj. Gen. Anatoly 
Zhikharev, as saying some 
strategic bombers could be 
based on an island offered 
by Venezuela. 

Zhikharev reportedly said 
Saturday that Chavez had 


offered “a whole island with 
an airdrome, which we can 
use as a temporary base for 
strategic bombers.” 
Speaking during his 
weekly television and radio 
program, Chavez said he 
told Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev that his 
nation’s bombers would be 
allowed to land in Venezuela 
if necessary, but no such 
plans have been made. 
Venezuela hosted two 
Russian Tu-160 bombers 
in September for training 
flights and joined Russian 
warships two months later 
for naval exercises in the 
Caribbean. 

“I told President Medvedev 
that any time Russia’s 
strategic aviation needs to 
make a stop in Venezuela 
as part of its strategic plans, 
Venezuela is available,” he 
said. Interfax also reported 
that Zhikharev said Russian 
bombers could be based 
in communist-led Cuba, 


but a Kremlin official 
said Zhikharev had been 
speaking hypothetically. 
Kremlin official Alexei 
Pavlov responded to the 
report on Saturday, saying 
that “the military is speaking 
about technical possibilities, 
that’s all.” 

“If there will be a 
development of the 
situation, then we can 
comment,” Pavlov said. 
Venezuela and Cuba have 
close political and energy 
relations with Russia, which 
has been working to reassert 
itself as a military force. 
Russia resumed long-range 
bomber patrols in 2007 after 
a 15-year hiatus. 

During Sunday’s program, 
Chavez said his government 
may expand a military base 
on the Caribbean island of 
La Orchila, approximately 
110 miles (180 kilometers) 
off the South American 
country’s central coast. 

“It’s a strategic point, but 


not just for a naval base. 
It’s also an economic 
zone,” he said, noting that 
installations for fishermen 
could be constructed. 


La Orchila is already home 
to a small military base, 
including helicopter landing 
pads and docks, as well as a 
presidential residence.Q

Wall Street cautiously 
optimistic this week

CHARLOTTE, N.C. - Wall Street knows it shouldn’t get ahead 
of itself. 

So traders and investors are likely to go into the new week 
cautiously as they wait to see if last week’s rally was a sign of a 
turnaround or just a blip. 

The market has gotten used to false starts since stocks began 
their collapse last September. And as Wall Street ran up its 
biggest weekly gain since November, many analysts warned 
that this rally would soon fizzle, with stocks pulling back again 
rather than staging a lasting recovery. Rallies before it have 
evaporated — most notably the big comeback in late 2008. 

Last week’s surprising rally came on what looked like the start 
of something positive. Better-than-expected retail sales figures 
helped stocks, as did upbeat corporate news. First, there was 
word that Citigroup Inc. had operated at a profit the first two 
months of the year. There was also improving news from four 
other Dow Jones industrials: Bank of America Corp., General 
Electric Co., General Motors Corp. and Pfizer Inc. 

“We have seen a positive change here,” said Michael Sheldon, 
chief market strategist at RDM Financial Group, of the market’s 
sentiment. “It seems like the mentality has changed a little 
bit.” 

The coming week has a series of economic reports that aren’t 
expected to show significant improvement. But the market may 
get another lift if there are more signs that the economy is at 
least not getting any worse. 

Perhaps the greatest possible influence this week will be 
the Federal Reserve’s assessment of the economy that will 
accompany its decision on interest rates after a two-day meeting 
that ends Wednesday. The Fed is widely expected to hold interest 
rates steady. Its federal funds rates is already almost as low as it 
can go, set at a range of zero to 0.25 percent. 

“All the Fed can do at this point is be clear about the role they 
are playing and say that they are going to do anything it takes 
to prop up this system,” said Tommy Williams, president of 
Williams Financial Advisors in Shreveport, La.Q 


Insurer AIG to make $165 
million in bonus payments

WASHINGTON - American 
International Group is giving 
executives in its most troubled 
business unit tens of millions 
of dollars in new bonuses even 
though it received a taxpayer 
bailout of more than $170 
billion dollars. 

AIG has said it must pay out 
the executive bonuses to meet 
a contractually obligated 
Sunday deadline, but the 
troubled insurance giant has 
agreed to administration 
requests to restrain future 
payments. 

The Treasury Department 
determined that the 
government did not have 
the legal authority to block 
the current payments by the 
company — which are part of 
a larger total payout reportedly 
valued at $450 million. AIG 
declared earlier this month 
that it had suffered a loss of 
$61.7 billion for the fourth 
quarter of last year, the largest 
corporate loss in history. 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner has asked that the 
company scale back future 
bonus payments where legally 
possible, an administration 
official said Saturday. 

This official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the issue, said that Geithner 
had called AIG Chairman 
Edward Liddy on Wednesday 
to demand that Liddy 
renegotiate AIG’s current 
bonus structure. 

Geithner termed the current 
bonus structure unacceptable 
in view of the billions of 
dollars of taxpayer support 
the company is receiving, this 
official said. 

In a letter to Geithner dated 
Saturday, Liddy informed 
Treasury that outside lawyers 
had informed the company 
that AIG had contractual 


obligations to make the bonus 
payments and could face 
lawsuits if it did not do so. 
Liddy said in his letter that 
“quite frankly, AIG’s hands 
are tied” although he said 
that in light of the company’s 
current situation he found it 
“distasteful and difficult” to 
recommend going forward 
with the payments. 

Liddy said the company 
had entered into the bonus 
agreements in early 2008 
before AIG got into severe 
financial straits and was forced 
to obtain a government bailout 
last fall. 

The large bulk of the 
payments at issue cover AIG 
Financial Products, the unit 
of the company that sold 
credit default swaps, the risky 
contracts that caused massive 
losses for the insurer. 

A white paper prepared by 
the company says that AIG is 
contractually obligated to pay 
a total of about $ 165 million of 
previously awarded “retention 
pay” to employees in this unit 
by Sunday, March 15. The 
document says that another 
$55 million in retention pay 
has already been distributed 
to about 400 AIG Financial 
Products employees.

The company says in the 
paper it will work to reduce 
the amounts paid for 2009 
and believes it can trim those 
payments by at least 30 
percent. 

Bonus programs at financial 
companies have come under 
harsh scrutiny after the 
government began loaning 
them billions of dollars to 
keep the institutions afloat. 
AIG is the largest recipient 
of government support in the 
current financial crisis. 

AIG also pledged to Geithner 
that it would also restructure 
$9.6 million in bonuses 
scheduled to go a group that 
covers the top 50 executives. 
Liddy and six other executives 
have agreed to forgo bonuses. 
The group of top executives 
getting bonuses will receive 
half of the $9.6 million now, 
with the average payment 
around $112,000. 

This group will get another 
25 percent on July 14 and the 
final 25 percent on September 
15. But these payments will 
be contingent on the AIG 
board determining that the 
company is meeting the goals 
the government has set for 
dealing with the company’s 
financial troubles. □

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time to prepare for climate change

Elected officials must start planning for what 
many climate scientists say will be an altered 
US landscape in coming decades. 

Disruptive weather and rising seas, if they 
happen, are events too big for governments 
to ignore. 

Fortunately, the National Research Council, 
a scientific body set up to advise the US 
government, has taken a valuable step in 
that essential process. It released a report 
March 12 with nine recommendations on 
how the federal government can help local 
governments, businesses, and citizens begin 
to cope with the changes expected later in 
this century. 

First, the report offers this warning: “As 
a result of human activity, the average 
temperature of Earth will soon leave the 
less-than-1 degree Celsius range that it has 
maintained for more than 10,000 years.” 
The US climate “is no longer stable, but 
will continue to change in new and often 
surprising ways,” it adds. It calls for deeper 
research into how specific regions will be 
affected and on ways to lessen or adapt to 
changes. 

Though federal leadership will be “essential,” 
the report does not recommend a central 
agency to deal with the effort. It suggests 
a need to support existing governments in 
adapting to climate change. 

Americans may already be seeing early signs 
of a warming climate, including a northward 
shift of the migration of bird species and 
agricultural growing seasons. 

In California, more than $ 100 billion worth 
of homes, businesses, and public facilities 
are at risk from extreme coastal storms if sea 
levels rise as anticipated. 

Nearly a half-million people along its Pacific 
Coast could be affected, according to another 


report. 

A third study released this week at a scientific 
meeting in Copenhagen, Denmark forecasts 
that seas worldwide will rise beyond the 
seven to 23 inches estimated in 2007 by the 
UN’s Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change. Now, the “best estimate” is a rise 
of more than three feet - and that already 
assumes that greenhouse-gas emissions will 
be significantly reduced in the future. 

Local authorities have begun to act. In Las 
Vegas, which is likely to get hotter and drier, 
golf courses are tearing up much of the 
water-loving turf in favor of rocks, and the 
water department is paying customers $1.50 
per square foot to use native landscaping. 
Many localities are imposing lawn-watering 
bans or fines for water-wasters like leaky 
sprinklers. 

Long-term planning goes far beyond these 
conservation efforts. It includes where to 
build bridges, levees, and dikes, and what 
kind of building to allow in coastal areas or 
areas prone to stronger storms. 

Longer growing seasons in northern states 
may offer opportunities to plant new crops 
there. But all areas of the US are also likely 
to face various agriculture challenges as 
crop-growing regions creep northward. 
Developing plant varieties that can resist 
heat and drought may be part of the answer. 
The best solutions won’t necessarily be tied 
to the amount of money spent or large public 
works projects. 

In low-lying Bangladesh, a poor developing 
nation that faces growing problems with 
typhoons and ocean surges, a better civil 
defense network cut casualties when typhoon 
Sidr hit in 2007.

“It took a lot out of me,” said 
Mickelson, who sipped on 
energy drinks throughout the 
round. “I haven’t eaten much 
in three days. I fought hard.

Mickelson, who fell behind 
for only one hole with a bogey 
at No. 4, built a two-shot lead 
when Watney made bogey 
from the bunker on No. 7 and 
Mickelson ripped a 3-wood 
from 256 yards over the water 
just over the par-5 eighth green 
for a birdie. 

Mickelson was safely on the 
green at No. 9 when Watney 


pulled his tee shot over the 
green and down a ramp 
between the television toward 
and the grandstand. With 
nearly a dozen practice swings 
for a delicate shot, he flopped 
it up the slope, onto the green 
and charged up the hill when it 
dropped for birdie. 

Just like that, he was only one 
shot behind. And with two 
beautiful swings on the par-5 
10th, he had an 8-foot eagle 
putt. Walking toward the green, 
Watney rolled his shoulders 
and pushed his palms toward 
the ground, reminded himself 
to stay calm. 

He holed the eagle putt and 
was tied for the lead, but that 
was as sharp as he got. 

Making a bogey from the 
bunker on the 11th was one 
thing, but he let Mickelson off 
the hook on the par-5 12th. 
Lefty went well to the right 
and into the bushes, although 
he could see enough of the 
ball to consider swinging from 
the other side.

Mickelson is looking better 
than ever. 

He won at Riviera three week 
ago, and his victory at Doral 
made it six straight seasons 
of winning multiple times, 
the longest active streak on 
the PGA Tour. He now has 36 
victories to tie for 12th with 
Lloyd Mangrum on the career 
list.Q

Dice-K cools off Cuba to 
remain perfect in WBC

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Pitching in the same ballpark where he led 
Japan to the inaugural WBC title three years ago, Boston Red 
Sox ace Daisuke Matsuzaka was brilliant in leading Japan to a 
6-0 win over Cuba in the second round of the World Baseball 
Classic on Sunday. 

Matsuzaka improved to 5-0 in five WBC starts by holding 
Cuba to five singles in six innings while striking out eight and 
walking none. The right-hander with the slow-motion windup 
has two wins in this edition of the WBC and was the MVP in 
2006, when he went 3-0. 

“I knew Cuba was a good team, but particularly there was 
nothing I was too worried about,” Matsuzaka said through a 
translator. “While I was doing the warming up, did I look so 
fierce? I thought I had a smile on my face, did I not?” 

He should have. 

Matsuzaka beat Cuba 10-6 at spacious Petco Park in the 
championship game three years ago, triggering a celebration 
that was worthy of a World Series victory. 

On Sunday, he held Cuba to five singles in six innings while 
striking out eight and walking none. 

His first five strikeout victims all went down looking. 

“It is not very often that this happens to us, but sometimes it 
does happen,” Cuban manager Higinio Velez said. “The guys 
know that this could happen, and they do prepare for this. There 
are great pitchers that can do this. 

“We faced a wonderful pitcher today, and he did not face an 
unknown at all. It’s a pitcher that we respect quite a bit.” 

Cuba came in with 11 home runs, all hit at high altitude in 
Mexico City in the first round, when it went 3-0 to win Pool 
B. Seven of Cuba’s eight hits Sunday were singles. Frederich 
Cepeda had three hits, including a double. 

Matsuzaka got a nice ovation from Japanese fans and handshakes 
from teammates as he approached the dugout after striking out 
Yosvani Peraza to end the sixth. He threw 86 pitches. There’s an 
8 5-pitch limit in the second round, unless a pitcher needs more 
to complete a batter’s plate appearance. 

It was Japan’s second shutout in this WBC. It beat China 4-0 in 
the first-round opener, with Yu Darvish getting the win. 
Matsuzaka also won at Petco Park with the Red Sox in 2007, 
beating Greg Maddux and the San Diego Padres 2-1. 

Cuba will play an elimination game Monday night against the 
loser of Sunday night’s matchup between Mexico and South 
Korea. Japan will play Tuesday night against the Mexico-South 
Korea winner for a spot in the WBC semifinals next weekend 
in Los Angeles. 

“I think that this is a game that was not good enough for the 
wonderful rivals that faced each other,” Velez said. □

Tensa election presidencial an II Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR (Reuters) - 
Los salvadorenos comenzaron 
el domindo a votar en una de 
las elecciones presidenciales 
mas renidas en la historia del 
pais y donde la ex guerrilla 
izquierdista FMLN podria 
acceder por primera vez al 
poder y terminar con 20 anos 
de gobiemos de derecha. 

Los dos principals candidates 
llegan casi empatados en 
las encuestas, por lo que un 
resultado muy cerrado podria 
desatar protestas teniendo en 
cuenta que el candidato del ex 
rebelde Frente Farabundo Marti 
para la Liberacion Nacional 
(FMLN), Mauricio Funes, 
denuncio irregularidades en el 
proceso. 

La gobemante Alianza 
Republicana Nacionalista 
(Arena), de las derechas mas 
radicales de America Latina, 
postula como candidato al 
ex jefe de policia Rodrigo 
Avila, quien reconocio haber 
disparado contra guerrilleros 
durante la sangrienta guerra 
civil que vivio el pais entre 
1980y1992. 

Los centros de votacion 
abrieron a las 7 hora local (1300 
GMT) para recibir a los cerca 
de 4,2 millones de electores 
habilitados y cerraran a las 17 
horas. 

Se instalaron 460 centros de 
votacion con 9.453 juntas 
receptoras en todo el pais. 
Funes, un reconocido periodista 
sin vinculos en el pasado con 
el FMLN, dijo el sabado que 
hay personas de otros paises de 
Centroamerica, comoNicaragua 
y Honduras, a quienes se les 
ha dado un documento de 
identidad salvadoreno para 
que voten ilegalmente en estas 
elecciones. 

“No he dicho a las misiones 
de observadores que va haber 
fraude, pero si les he expresado 
mi preocupacion por una serie 
de anomalias (...) que, de no 
corregirse o evitarse, podrian 
materializarse en fraude”, dijo 


Funes a periodistas tras reunirse 
con observadores de la Union 
Europea y de la OEA. 

Una autoridad local del FMLN, 
que hablo bajo condicion de 
anonimato, advirtio que, si el 
resultado es muy cerrado y 
se cometen irregularidades, 
probablemente los miembros 
del partido saldran a las calles 
a protestar. 

El sabado por la noche, el 
presidente Elias Antonio 
Saca emitio un mensaje por 
radio y television llamando a 
dirigentes y activistas a aceptar 
los resultados y confiar en el 
Tribunal Supremo Electoral. 

“El respeto a los resultados debe 
predominar este domingo”, 
dijo Saca, quien traspasara la 
presidencia en junio al ganador 


de los comicios que gobernara 
por cinco anos. 

Estas son las cuartas elecciones 
en El Salvador, el pais mas 
pequeno de Centroamerica, 
de 5,7 millones de habitantes, 
despues de la guerra civil 
que enfrento al FMLN con el 
Ejercito y grupos paramilitares 
respaldados por Estados 
Unidos. 

El proximo presidente debera 
lidiar con el impacto de la crisis 
economica en El Salvador, que 
depende de las millonarias 
remesas que envian a sus 
familiares los 2,3 millones de 
inmigrantes en Estados Unidos
